handle. * 

Tlic first alarm wa« Bounded at 8:15, 
and tlie building in whic h the fire start- 
ed, always thought to be tiro-proof, 
burned lilvc a tiuder l>ox, aiid the flames 
rose luirKlrt'da of feet into the air. A 
second uhinn was nmg in at 8:30, and 
when tin- apparatus responded to this 
more whk m-wied. A little after 9 
o'cloclv a tliir<i alarm was sent out, and 
in half an liour there wiis issued a pen- 
era! a irm. whicli broii^bt ap(>aratu8 
from CuMibridge, Somerville and Chul- 

BCll. 

Fr< in the l)uilding of Brown, Durrell 
& Company, when) tlie tire canplit, it 
spread across the streetand liack tliroiigli 
tlie burning building into ( iiauncev' 
street. In a few niiiiut<>3 it had exteiiil- 
ed along (,'hauncey strwit, on tlie left 
hand side, eating into tlie bulMing next 
to it on the soutii, occupied by I'lnett, 
Koon & Company, and in less than ten 
miimtes was forcing its way tlirough 
the next stone buiidiDS, occupied 07 
Williams ft Oomifoi^, oa Hioaaxl otr- 

ner south. 

From the other side it tt^wk liold almost 
at once uijon tlie buildings on Rowe 
place at the lower cud. Tlie wind 
favored the supposition that tiie whole 
south cove auu the wholesiile district 
waa diHWued. On the east Hi<io of 
Chauncey street the buildings, all of 
them mammoth stnictureti, were mscu- 
piwl as wholesale hoiwea in the drygoods 
and fancy gcKKis trade, and every effort 
was made to keep them from igniting. 

At the int«'rsection of Ilowe place with 
the gr»'at building of Claliin. liarra- 
bee & Comimny , a number of engines 
were in:i.ssi ( 1 holding the firi! KO^lantly 
in check until the big stone building of 
8. Williams & Company, on Chauncey 
street and Howe place ignited, w^hen, 
fl'idiii^c a fierce conflagration in their 
rear they ha<l to hurry up Kowe place 
to uavu, if possitile, the long grauite 
block on the west side of Chauncey 
street.

literally blown out into the street. One 
of theiH, iianieil .MaiiniiiK, was cut and 
toni in a frightful manner.

The geography of the fire is asfoUows: 
Starting in the ttz-story bidlding owned 
hf Jmwm, Ifatih & Company, and 
aooapied by Brown, Durrell St Compmy, 
dry goods deider at Bedford and King- 
ston streets, it spreSd to the shoe and 
leather exonange building, another large 
granite ■traotmo adjoining on Bedford 
Street; thonoa aovoss Bedford street to the 
corner; thence across Kingston street, 
and along Bedford to Chauncey street, 
where it was stopped in the tlarss Of 
Farley, Harvey & Company, the l^poT 
stories of which ware burned. 

Three stores along Chauncey street 
toward Bummer were burned. On the 
south side of Bedford street the flames 
jumm'd acroAs Elingston street from 
H-r -i-a, iJurrell ft Company's to a bijf 
sandstone building owned by F. L. Amsfc 
and occupied by Taylor Brothers, and 
this was consumed. The great granite 
building known as the Nevins block, at 
the corner of Chauncey street, was the 
next \ ictiin for the flames, and the en- 
tire block dear around I^)we place to 
Kingston street, was consumed. 

Crowing Chauncey street the fire soon 
J had a grxKl hold on all the stores which 
are enclosed in Exeter place, a small 
stareet running from Ilarri.wn avenuS to 
Chauncey. street Here tlie firemen got 
oontroL At Rowe plaoe the fire was 
partially checked from going toward 
Essex street, but quickly moved toward 
the opi>oeite side to tiie immense Allen 
and Larral>e« btuldings occupying the 
square U'tween Bedford street, Harrison 
avenue extension and Exeter place, at 
M-hich point their fiurther progress was 
checked. 

The loss is estimated at $10,000,000. 
Tlie tire raged for six hours, and the 
burned district extends over two acres of 
groimd, which was covered with struct- 
ures of the best class. The fire was first 
seen bui-sting from the t(jp of the Brown 
building, at Be<lford and Kingston 
streets. It was over the elevator siutft, 
and iirobably originated in the shaft. 
The blaze was discovered by a letter car- 
rier, who notified a poUceman. The offi- 
cer turned in the alarm at the same l>ox 
from which the great fire of was 
sounded. The latter fire siBVlsd at 
Kingston and Summer strt-ets. 

This tire, coming as it does on top of 
the great blaze at Lynn, is a crushing 
blow to many of the smaller insurance 
companies, and it is not at all unlikely 
that It will cause tiM sospsBsiaa of nolo 

few of them. 

Brown, DuiTell ft Comjmny, carried 
goods in st<R'k to the value of upwards of 
$800,000, and the 8tfx:k will Ik; a total 
loss.
